DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Haas (U.S. Patent 5,404,789) discloses a fume extractor for extracting fumes from a bore of a 
barrel of a gun, comprising a main reservoir surrounding the barrel, an auxiliary reservoir 
surrounding the barrel, a first set of ports communicating between the bore and the main 
reservoir, a second set of ports communicating between the bore and the auxihary reservoir and a 
third set of ports between the main reservoir and the auxiliary reservoir, the arrangement being 
such that the main reservoir and auxiliary reservoir are pressurized when the gun is fired and 
further such that the fiimes in the barrel are extracted by the release of pressure in the main 
reservoir and auxiliary reservoir via each of the sets of ports. 

However, the best prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an inlet reservoir also 
surrounding the barrel and commmicating with the barrel via said first set of ports and with the 
main reservoir via a second set of ports and an auxiliary reservoir also surrounding the barrel of 
the gun and communicating with the main reservoir via a third set of ports and with the bore of 
the barrel of the gun via a fourth set of ports, the arrangement being such that the main reservoir 
is pressurized via both the inlet and auxiliary reservoirs when the gun is fired and further such 
that the fumes in the barrel are extracted by the release of pressure in the main and auxiliary 
reservoirs via the fourth set of ports.
